Withdrawn Objections/Rejections 
The 37 CFR 1.75© objection over claim 6 has been withdrawn due to applicant's 
amendment. 

The second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112 rejections has been withdrawn due to applicant's 
amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by PAJ 2001-294776. 
With respect to claim L the abstract teaches a method for forming an aqueous carbon 

black dispersion comprising reaction mixture comprising carbon black having a DBP uptake 
absorption amount of 100-150 cm 3 /100g, 3000 ml of sodium persulfate water solution, at the 
reaction temperature of 60 degrees C, at a reaction time of 10 hours and at an adjusted pH of 6- 
11. 

3. Claims 12-19 are product by process claims, which is a product claim not a process 
claim. 

"[EJven though product-by-process claims are limited by and defined by the process, 
determination of patentability is based on the product itself The patentability of a 
product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in the product- 
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by-process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the 
claim is unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different 
process." In re Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 2 is allowed because the prior art fails to teach or suggest a method for forming an 
aqueous carbon black dispersion comprising: 

providing a reaction mixture comprising carbon black having a primary particle 
diameter of less than 18 nanometers and a DBP uptake of less than 70cc/100g of 
said carbon black, a monovalent ion persulfate, and an aqueous medium; 
subjecting said reaction mixture to a first temperature of from 40 OC to 90 OC for 
from 2 hours to 24 hours; and neutralizing said reaction mixture to a pH greater than 7.0. 

5. Claims 3-5, 9-1 1 and 20-23 are objected to as being referred to a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art fails to teach the claimed method for forming an aqueous carbon black dispersion 
reaction mixture further comprising a strong acid, a pH adjustment, a second temperature higher 
than the first, a stabilizer. Prior art also fails to teach aqueous inkjet ink comprising the carbon 
black dispersion or the aqueous ink further comprising an emulsion polymer.
